A torrent of water,, rushing down an 
old trail that intersected with the road 
out of Big Bear valley, camo near being 
the cause of a wrecked automobile last 
Sunday when a party of four Covina 
young men were making their way home 
after a couple of days of Ashing at 
Big Bear Lake. 


The machine was driven by Clarke 
Chapman, 
and las passengers 
were 
Dailey Stafford, Harold Pottor and Har­ 
old Cone. 
A terrific rainstorm began 
in tho mountains as the men were des­ 
cending the trail. 
It was with great 
difficulty and caution that the machine 
was kept on the grade, owing to the 
slippery mud. 


Just at tho wrong moment, when the 
machine wns passing an old. trail, ator- 
rent of water swept across tho road. 
It struck 
tho machine fairly in 
the 
middle, and in a few seconds the ma- 
chaino was nearly buried in mud and 
debris. 


For several 
minutes all four. men 
worked to keep the automobilo from 
being pushed over tho grade by the 
torrent. 
Then two men went down the 
mountain for help.

A hundred fami­ 
lies in tho Covina valley feel the death 
of Mr. Reynolds as if tho visitation hud 
come into their own homes. 


Mr. Reynolds made n trip last week 
on Thursday to Los Angeles to see his 
wife in tho hospital. On arriving at the 
station in Los Angeles, ho was taken 
violontly ill, and instead of completing 
his journey, en me homo ngnin. 
On Sat­ 
urday he had become so ill that ho was 
taken 
to tho Sisters hospital, whore 
nn operation for appendicitis was per­ 
formed. The appendix hnd burst, before 
tho operation was performed, nnd tho 
distribution of pus through the abdomen 
had begun, setting up a condition of 
peritonitis. His life was dispnived from 
the first. Ho lifigured in an unconscious 
condition 
until yesterday 
noon. 
Hi* 
children and other relatives wore with 
him when he died.

In a letter written in Juno to Miss 


Oriswold, Shipway says: 


This morning I had a slight experi­ 
ence, which, I think for general excite­ 
ment, surpasses anything 
I've had in 
the war zone. 
Two of us, the staff car 
driver nnd myself, were aroused at 4 
a. in. this morning to drive out Captain 
Muhr and the Medecirie I)ivisionaire to 
the postes which we are now serving. 


We got to our first poste nt about o' 
a. 
m., after 
passing 
over some 
shol- 
ered 
roads, and 
nbout 
then 
began a 
slight activity in our vicinity. 
A bunch 
(if German shells came over, tho' for­ 
tunately none very near us, and as the 
abri 
(shelter) 
there 
is 
woTl 
under 
ground, it was quite safe. 
After stay­ 
ing there, a half hour, we went on to 
the 
other poste, over a very 
exposed 
mm], 
which, because of French battor- 
strurig along near it, was an espec­ 
ially unpleasant place, to be. 
Of course, 
as you know, the Germans are. contin­ 
ually firing at 
the places where 
they 
suppose 
French 
batteries 
are 
located. 
Consequently one never knows when a 
shell may come along in that 
vicinity. 
Driving along, one car went some dis­ 
tance 
nliend 
of 
the 
other, and 
both 
wont at top speed nil tho way. 
Only 
a little time before we arrived at the 
second poste, a shell fell very near the 
road, just ahead of us, pcrhnps intended 
for us. 
Then we hastily drew up our 
voitures behind aa old almost complete­

them from sight as much as possible 
find went info tho Poste de Secours— 
this one, though some five feet under 
ground, not well protected against 
shells.

two hours we were there.

There are

This town is subject to 
bombardment at any

Government 
officials 
have found 
it 
necessary to conserve their sources of 
building material supply

pose of piping gas and water to

The war situation has brought

ia many states and the government at 
Washington of course is making imme­ 
diate provision for the construction of 
these camps.

AT DAVIS FARM 


The 
relation between 
insects, espec­ 
ially 
aphis, 
and 
the 
sprend 
of 
pear 
blight, was very noticeable this year in 
the Sacramento valley. 
The blight, of 
course, 
started 
in 
the 
blossoms, 
yet 
after the blooming period the blossoms 
had little 
or nothing to do with 
the 
spread of the disease and any distribu­ 
tion can be largely attributed to aphis. 


Probably one spraying nt the 
right 
time, at a cost of $4.00 or #5.00 
per 
acre, would have controlled the aphis, 
and 
resulted 
in 
the 
saving 
of 
many 
times these amounts in loss of fruit nnd 
labor expended in cutting out blighted 
twigs. 


By attending the short course in hor­ 
ticulture at Davis this fall, it will be 
possible for even a beginner to get a 
working 
knowledge 
of 
spraying 
and 
spraying equipment in one week's tiuie. 
While the horticultural course lasts six 
weeks, beginning September 2-lth, nnd 
ending November 2nd, the 
instruction 
has been so arranged that the busy man 
cau stay only a few days and learn n 
great 
deal about 
some one 
particular 
subject. 
For example, spraying is given 
during the week October 
15-20, while 


the following week will be devoted al­ 
most 
exclusively 
to pruning, and 
tin 
last week to propagation, planting nnd 
general management of fruit trees. 


Although the short course as given 
is chiefly designed to meet the needs of 
the 
inexperienced 
fruit 
grower, 
the 
whole course should be of interest 
to 
the experienced man. 
The experienced 
fruit-grower 
would 
pTofit 
particularly 
by starting in with the course at 
the 
beginning, and making a study o f the 
general 
underlying, 
principles 
of 
or­ 
charding, such as : 
soil studies, 
the 
growing of field crops, study of irriga­ 
tion, 
inter-crops 
for 
orchards, 
cover 
crops and various other things that the 
expert fruit grower should be thorough­ 
ly familiar with.

There are iic< ityphoiit cuses in the 
valley. 


How can the high schools of Califor­ 
nia aid in solving the food 
problemf 
To answer this question, E. Morris Cox, 
acting chairman of the committee on 
studests' working reserve appointed by 
the California State Board of Education 
to act in cooperation with the commit 
too of resources and food supply of the 
California state council of defense hns 
sent a letter to every superintendent of 
schools and high 
school principal in 
California. 


This letter points out that the state 
board of education has authority to 
close the schools when it deems it nec­ 
essary to do so for planting or harvest 
ing crops, while the war continues. 


Board of schools trustees and city 
boards of education have power, also 
to declare a holiday in their "schools 
when good reason exists therefor, this 
being provided by Soction 10 of tho 
political code.

can be officially closed so far as count 
ing attendance is concerned, and yet 
the teachors be asked by the school 
authorities to go on offering instruction 
for those who still wish to he taught 
This means that in ense of agricultural 
emergency the schools may close in part, 
and high school boys may help in har­ 
vesting the crops without injuring the 
record of the school as regards average 
daily attendance.

Allow tomatoes, water, spices and herbs 
to simirfer fifteen or twenty minutes, 
brown" onion in fat, add flour, then to.- 
mato mixture, which has betn put thru 
strainer. 
Strain all and serve.
